Redding and her helpers to supply 
raim ent for families of IO or more 
The orders are handled in the 
order they are received. 
One of 
the larger orders may require two 
days or even more for completion, 
but the average family is supplied 
much more quickly bv the 16 women 
who operate machines, the two cut­ 
ters. the floor lady and the two 
women who 
work principally on 
placing buttons, elastics, etc. 
Needy individuals or families ap­ 
ply first at the office of Miss M ar­ 
garet McMillan, who acts as agent 
for the poor ixia rd at the court 
house in this m atter. She lists their 
needs and sends the order to Edgar

Markley. Esq , attorney for the 
the poor bourd, for his approval and 
signature.

Slips, bloomers, pajam as, shirts,

made for infants and for every aye 
of children as well as for adults. 
Hundreds of yards of corduroy, cot­ 
ton twill, tweed, cotton print, huck 
toweling, pajam a check, cotton suit­ 
ing, muslin, nainsook, broadcloth. 
gingham, outing, birdseye, cham ­ 
bray, percale and other m aterials 
have been supplied by tile govern­ 
ment for use on the project. 
Work 3 Hays a Week 
Women are now at work on the 
project from all sections of Adams 
county. 
Some of them came there 
with some skill at sewing, but the 
m ajority had to be taught how to 
handle a needle skillfully and how 
to operate the machines 
Mrs Red­ 
ding has been in charge of the in­ 
struction and has received many ex­ 
pressions of gratitude from women 
who have learned to sew on the pro­ 
ject and are now able for the first 
time in their lives to do their own 
family sewing at home. 
The women work three eight-hour j 
days each week. 
W hen the project 
nened last year, the schedule called

days were changed 
last 
summer to the present arrangem ent. I 
In addition to the women at work 
on tin* clothing, a janitor is em ­ 
ployed at the building.

2 FIRE COMPANIES 
ARE SUMMONED 


While new owners prepared 
to 
occupy their property, fire destroy­ 
ed a combination tourist cabin and 
refreshment stand a t “Shady Acres’* 
tourist camp, 
six miles 
north of 
here along the 
Harrisburg road 
just .south of 
Twin Bridge 
park, 
about 12:30 o'clock this afternoon. 
Damage was placed at $1,800. 
Joseph F La n u , former train dis­ 
patcher, of Progress, Pa., and Mrs, 
Lantz had come to their new prop­ 
erty, on which Mr. Lantz had made 
only the first payment, thus m orn­ 
ing to take measurements of sev­ 
eral of the buildings in preparation 
for improvements. 
lit* kindled a 
fire in a stove at the rear of the 
building and then walked to the ga­ 
rage. IOO feet to the w’est, when he 
saw the reflection of flames in the 
garage windows. 
Returning 
to

stand he found flames pouring out 
under the roof near the stove pipe. 
Stopping a New York motorist, Mr. 
Lantz, with 
the assistance of the 
stranger, began carrying water from 
a small building 
near the garage. 
Their source of supply was a small 
electric water pump over a shal­ 
low well. 
2 Fire Companies Called 
The flames gained headway and 
Hie New Yorker was sent to Heid­ 
lersburg to summon help by tele­ 
phone.
